Star  parties  begin  at  dusk  and  continue  past 
midnight  on  most  clear  evenings.  Drugs  and  alcohol  are  specifically  prohibited 
by  the  SFAA  and  the  Mt . Tam  rangers .

p Despite  the  destructive  forces ' 
facing  them,  families  remain 
society's  single  most  important 
resource  for  raising  and  nurturing 
children  and  youth.  Today's 
families  are  severely  challenged 
on  a daily  basis;  many  barely  , 
manage,  and  some  do  not  survive. 
Family  breakup  could  often  be 
prevented  through  the  provision 
of  relevant  and  timely  services. 

For  the  first  time,  federal 
legislation  has  been  passed  that 
supports  families,  both  philo- 
sophically mid  financially. 
Sponsored  by  Representative 
Robert  Matsui  (D.  - California), 
and  supported  by  a coalition  of 
children's  advocates.  The  Family 
Preservation  Act  was  recently 
passed  by  Congress  and  signed 
by  President  Clinton.

The  Family  Preservation  Program  cel- 
ebrated its  second  anniversary  in  November 
1993.  The  program's  mission  is  to  prevent, 
postpone  or  reduce  out-of-home  placement 
of  San  Francisco  children  who  are  at  immi- 
nent risk  of  removal  due  to  abuse  and/ or 
neglect,  by  improving  family  function.  All 
families  are  referred  from  the  San  Francisco 
Department  of  Social  Services  (SFDSS).  The 
10  social  workers  and  2 clinical  supervisors 
work  intensively  with  a family,  at  home,  for 
a period  of  approximately  6 months,  teach- 
ing clients  how  to  become  more  effective 
parents.  Using  social  service  and  interper- 
sonal counseling  skills,  social  workers 
address  child  abuse/neglect,  substance 
abuse,  emotional  and  mental  illness,  and 
offer  families  solid  solutions  to  problems. 
Social  workers  connect  families  with  sub- 
stance abuse  treatment  programs,  childcare 
facilities,  AFDC,  Food  Stamps  & SSI,  commu- 
nity mental  health  agencies,  education  and 
job  training  programs,  and  basic  resources. 

Tire  Family  Preservation  Program  (FPP) 
has  assisted  dozens  of  families  in  preventing 
the  removal  of  children  over  the  past  two 
years.  These  families  have  not  only  been  able 
to  have  SFDSS  dismiss  their  cases  from  the 


Child  Welfare  System  but  have  made 
lasting,  positive  changes  within  themselves. 

Jeneene  M.K.  is  a changed  person  from  a 
year-and-a-  half  ago.  Her  two  children, 
LaNeesha,  12  and  Lateesha,  4,  were  placed 
into  Emergency  Shelter  Care  in  Sonoma 
County  due  to  Jeneene's  neglect  of  them. 
Jeneene,  at  that  time,  was  addicted  to  crack 
cocaine  and  heroin. 

When  Jeneene  was  using  drugs,  she  often 
left  her  children  home  alone,  starting  when 
the  youngest  was  just  two-years-old.  A 
familiar  routine  for  Jeneene  was  a morning 
stop  at  her  methadone  maintenance 
program  and  then  a retreat  to  a crack  house 
where  she  stayed  sometimes  until  two  in 
the  morning.  She  left  the  girls  at  home 
watching  television  with  little  to  eat,  and 
with  strict  instructions  to  stay  away  from 
the  windows. 

"J  thought  I was  caring  for  my  kids  and 
myself,  but  I wasn't  because  of  the  drugs," 
Jeneene  says  of  those  days. 

Eventually  Jeneene  came  to  the  attention 
of  the  San  Francisco  Department  of  Social 
Services.  She  was  required  to  enter  into  a

s was  reported  in  the  premiere 
issue  of  this  newsletter,  fund- 
raising has  become  a major 
focus  for, our  Board  of  Directors.

substance  abuse  treatment  program 
immediately  and  to  contact  the  Family 
Preservation  Program  for  services. 

Jeneene  admits, she  was  skeptical  about 
FPP  in  the  beginning.  She  did  not  want  to 
become  too  involved  with  any  social  service 
agency,  but  she  was  willing  to  try  the 
services  in  order  to  maintain  custody  of 
LaTeesha  and  reunify  with  LaNeesha,  who 
had  been  placed  into  relative  foster  care 
with  Jeneene's  mother. 

When  Jeneene  first  began  working  with— 
FPP  she  did  not  show  up  for  half  of  the 
scheduled  home  visits.  She  says  that  she 
conveniently  forgot  about  the  visits  or  she 
found  herself  running  late  that  particular 
day.  What  hooked  Jeneene  into  the  program 
was  the  approach  of  the  FPP  social  worker. 

"I  never  got  the  feeling  that  shewas  uppity  like 
some  social  workers:  She  suggested  things  in  a 
way  that  I could  hear  them.  She  didn't  try  to 
force  me  to  do  things,  but  pointed  out  to  me  the 
reasons  why  I needed  to  do  certain  things : She 
gave  me  a choice.'' 

Jeneene  worked  with  her  FPP  social 
worker  and  her  SFDSS  social  worker  in 
achieving  and  maintaining  recovery, 
improving  her  nurturing  relationship  with 
her  children,  providing  adequate  medical 
care  for  her  children,  and  participating  in 
family  therapy. 

Jeneene  found  the  consistent  weekly  visits 
with  the  FPP  social  worker  the  most  helpful 
in  her  task  of  keeping  and  maintaining 
custody  of  her  children.  "The  weekly  visits 
kept  me  motivated  and  gave  me  a time  limit  to 
accomplish  goals.  " The  FPP  social  worker 
met  with  Jeneene  often  at  her  substance 
abuse  treatment  program  and  also  attended 
her  graduation.  "I  was  happy  she  came  to  my 
drug  treatment  program.  1 could  show  her  how 
good  I was  doing/'  Jeneene  says. 

"Noxv  I see  my self  loving  myself  and  my  girls, 
l^ot  saved  in  the  church.  My  kids  feel  safe  now. 

I won't  let  them  stay  at  home  by  themselves. 

They  trust  me  more." 

Claudius  F.  is  a 52-year-old  father  of  two 
year-old  twin  boys.  The  boys  were  removed 
from  the  custody  of  their  natural  mother 
due  to  her  substance  abuse  and  neglect  of 


them  and  placed  into  foster  care.  Mr.  F 
wanted  desperately  to  get  custody 
of  the  boys  but  had  little  experience  in 
caring  for  toddlers.  He  accepted  the  services 
of  the  Family  Preservation  Program  in  order 
to  improve  his  parenting  skills  and  fulfilled 
reunification  requirements  from  SFDSS. 

Claudius  says  of  his  FPP  social  worker, 

\ "She  really  put  me  on  my  feet.  She  searched 
energetically  for  resources,  such  as  AFDC,  Food 
Stamps,  and  WJC.  She  drove  me  around  to 
places.  She  never  forced  me  to  do  anything.  She 
didn't  assume  that  I knew  absolutely  nothing  at 
all.  She  asked  first  or  offered  a suggestion  then 
helped  me  to  follow  up  on  it.  She  showed  respect 
for  my  family." 

Jeneene  and  Claudius  represent  a con- 
tinuum of  the  families  who  receive  FPP 
services.  But  the  strength,  spirit,  and 
openness  that  allowed  Jeneene  and 
Claudius  to  accept  our  interventions  is  the 
common  thread  which  courses  through  each 
and  every  family  FPP  touches.

based  crisis  intervention,  parenting  skills 
training,  temporary  respite  care  for 
caregivers  of  special  needs  children,  and 
information  and  referral  services. 

Although  previous  federal  legislation 
philosophically  mandated  family  preserva- 
tion efforts  since  1980,  funds  were  never 
allocated  for  services.  Family  preservation 
pilot  projects  funded  by  foundations  and 
by  states  focused  on  demonstrating 
immediate  cost  savings  by  limiting 
eligibility  to  families  with  children  about 
to  be,  or  already  placed  out  of  the  home. 
An  additional  constraint  was  the  duration 
of  services  being  limited  to  4-6  weeks.  As  a 
result,  services  came  to  families  too  late 
and  too  briefly  for  them  to  make  the 
significant  and  lasting  changes  necessary 
to  effect  the  long  term  cost  savings  of 
keeping  the  family  together.  Hopeful  i . 
this  new  social  policy  will  not  be  short- 
sighted in  allocating  resources  and 
developing  regulations. 


It  is  exciting  that  in  California,  there 
have  been  many  different  family  preserva- 
tion demonstration  projects  throughout 
the  state  for  almost  twenty  years.  The 
current  leadership  of  the  State  Department 
of  Social  Sendees  has  emphasized  family 
preservation  services,  and  locally,  San 
Francisco,  Alameda,  Contra  Costa  and 
other  Bay  Area  counties  already  have 
various  family  preservation  services  in 
place. 

FSSBA'S  two  programs,  respite  care  and 
family  preservation  services,  are  represen- 
tative of  the  types  of  sendees  that  support, 
strengthen  and  preserve  families.  1 am 
proud  of  the  unfailing  dedication  of  our 
staff  who  provide  these  services.  I thank 
them  for  their  tireless  efforts  and  for 
oftentimes  going  that  extra  mile  on  behalf 
of  the  families. 

I also  want  to  thank  all  of  the  numerous 
community  based  agencies  and  organiza- 
tions that  have  assisted  us  in  our  efforts. 
Special  thanks  goes  to  the  Bank  of 
America  employees,  who,  for  the  second 
consecutive  year,  demonstrated  incredible 
generosity  in  giving  many  beautiful  and 
bountiful  holiday  gifts  and  food  baskets  to 
65  families!  Also,  many  thanks  to  the 
Nellcor  Corporation  employees  for  their 
many  years  of  generous  holiday  gifts  and 
food  that  have  been  given  to  special  needs 
children.  It  is  the  contributions  and 
interest  of  corporations  and  individuals 
which  sustain  the  agency  and  assist  us  in 
our  efforts  to  continue  providing  support- 
ive services  to  families.

New  Federal  Funds  Come 
To  FSSBA  For  Respite  Services 


j|  ||t|  SSBA  is  delighted  to  report  that 
Ilf.  we  were  awarded  a three  year 
federal  grant  which  will  enable  us  to 
provide  respite  to  two  new  groups  of 
caregivers.  For  the  first  time,  FSSBA  will  be 
able  to  offer  respite  services  to  parents  who 
have  adopted  children  with  special  needs 
(older  children,  children  of  color,  sibling 
groups,  drug  exposed  children...)  through 
the  Black  Adoption  Placement  and  Re- 
source Center  and  through  Family  Builders 
by  Adoption.  The  new  federal  grant  will 
also  allow  us  to  extend  respite  services  to 
caregivers  of  children  with  HIV  who  are 
being  followed  at  Children's  Hospital- 
Oakland.  These  new  groups  were  targeted 
for  funding  due  to  the  lack  of  availability  of 
services  to  these  special  groups  of 
caregivers.  FSSBA  had  received  numerous 
requests  for  service  from  these  caregivers 
and  their  social  workers  advocating  for  the 
need  for  respite  services.  We  are  delighted 
to  be  able  to  offer  respite  services  to  these 
new  groups  of  caregivers. 


We  are  also  equally  delighted  that  the 
federal  grant  will  allow  us  to  continue 
providing  respite  services  to  San  Mateo 
and  Alameda  County  Emergency  Foster 
Parents  and  San  Francisco  grandparents 
and  other  family  members  caring  for 
medically  fragile,  drug  exposed,  abused 
and  neglected  children. 

The  new  grant  will  begin  January,  1994. 
The  Family  Welfare  Research  Group  at 
University  of  California  at  Berkeley  will 
be  evaluating  the  benefits  of  respite  for 
caregivers  as  well  as  assessing  service 
delivery  issues  during  this  grant  period. 
This  will  be  an  important  endeavor  as 
there  is  very  little  information  and 
research  concerning  respite  services. 

It  is  exciting  to  be  on  the  cutting  edge  of 
extending  respite  services  to  new  groups 
of  caregivers.  As  caregivers  take  on  extra 
challenges  of  parenting  a child  with 
special  needs,  respite  will  be  there.
